THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Gilford  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  : 

You]  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Moore's  Opera  House,  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Article  I.     To  choose  by  ballot  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.   II.     To  choose  by  ballot  three  Selectmen  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.   III.     To  choose  by  ballot  a  Town  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  IV.  To  choose  by  ballot  an  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  V.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers,  agents  and  committees  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  VI.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
support  of  schools  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  VII.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  re- 
pairing and  building  highways  and  bridges  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  VIII.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
ray  the  expenses  of  the  town  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  IX.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
repairing  and  concreting  sidewalks  and  crossings  in  District  No.  13  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  X.  To  raise  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  decorating  the  soldiers'  graves. 

Art.  XI.  To  raise  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  XII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  a  discount  on  taxes 
paid  on  or  before  certain  date  or  dates  and  how  much. 

Art.  XIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Art.  XIV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  an  agent  to  prosecute,  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  all  persons 
engaged  in  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town  of  Gilford. 

Art.  XV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  no  appointment  be  made 
of  an  agent  or  agents  for  the  sale  of  spirits  the  ensuing  year,  as  provided 
by  section  5,  chapter  111  of  the  Public  Statutes. 


Art.  XVI.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  purchase  of  books  and  the  care  of  the  free  town  library. 

Art.  XVII.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  care  and  lighting  of  the  town  clock. 

Art.  XVIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  pair  of 
horses  for  the  use  of  said  town,  together  with  carts,  harnesses  and  all  neces- 
sary tools,  and   to  raise  money  for  the  same.     [  By  petition.] 

Art.  XIX.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  of 
said  town  to  cause  an  electric  light  to  be  maintained  at  the  corner  of  Elm 
and  Cross  streets  and  one  on  Church  street  in  Lakeport.     [  By  petition.] 

^Art.  XX.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
remove  the  body  of  one  of  its  poor  from  the  burial  lot  in  Hillside  Cemetery, 
owned  and  occupied  by  Albert  Whitten,  placed  there  by  the  Overseer  of  the 
Poor  Henry  Sleeper,  against  all  right  and  without  lawful  authority.  [  By 
petition.] 

Art.  XXI.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
raise  money  on  the  bonds  of  the  town  to  pay  its  indebtedness  Mar.  i,  1893. 

Art.  XXII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  raise  money  on  the  bonds  of  the  town  to  defray  the  expenses  of  con- 
structing a  system  of  sewerage  in  School  District  No.  13,  as  voted  by  the 
town  January  7,  1893.     [  By  petition.] 

Art.  XXIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  sewerage 
committee  to  increase  its  number  from  five  to  seven  members.   [  By  petition.] 

Art.  XXIV.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
be  expended  on  the  Gully  road  so-called.     [  By  petition.] 

Art.  XXV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  whole,  or  any 
part  of  section  5,  chapter  40  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  New  Hampshire  by 
which  towns  are  authorized  to  act  as  trustees  in  certain  cases.    [  By  petition.]

THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY, 


The  trustees  of  the  Gilford  Public  Library  are  gratified  to  report 
that  it  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  that  it  is  daily  becoming  more 
popular  with  the  people  of  the  town.  At  the  time  the  town  accepted 
the  library  from  the  Gilford  Library  Association,  Wellington  L.  Wood- 
worth  was  librarian  and  the  library  was  open  a  portion  of  each  Tuesday 
and  Saturday  afternoon  and  Saturday  evenings.  This  arrangement 
continued  until  November  ist,  when  the  trustees,  desiring  to  give  the 
best  service  possible  with  the  means  provided,  secured  the  services  of 
Olin  S.  Davis,  who  has  had  years  of  experience  in  library  work,  as 
librarian,  Mr.  Woodworth,  who  was  a  faithful  and  painstaking  official, 
retiring. 

Since  Mr.  Davis  assumed  the  position  the  library  has  been  open 
to  the  public  every  week  day  from  7  a.  m.  to  12m.,  1  to  6  and  7  to  9 
o'clock  p.  m.  By  this  arrangement  the  best  possible  service  is  given 
to  the  people  who  live  remote  from  the  village  as  well  as  to  those  who 
dwell  near  by.  Since  the  library  has  been  kept  open  so  many  hours 
each  dav  its  patronage  has  constantly  increased  and  the  growing  in- 
terest the  people  are  taking  in  it  is  most  gratifying. 

At  the  time  the  town  assumed  control  of  the  library  there  were  in 
it  563  volumes  besides  a  number  of  goverment  documents  and  a  large 
number  of  magazines.  The  donations  to  the  library  numbers  270 
volumes  as  appears  by  the  list  which  follows  this  report. 

In  November  88  volumes  were  received  from  the  state  provided 
by  the  law  enacted  at  the  January  session  of  1891.  There  has  been 
added  by  purchase  475  volumes,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes 
now  in  the  library  11 55. 

The  Librarian's  report  shows  an  increase  in  circulation  in  February 
1883  over  the  same  month  in  1892  of  about  three  hundred  and  thirty 
three  per  cent,  and  nearly  one  third  as  many  new  patrons  were 
registered  in  February,  1893  as  had  been  previously  registered 
since  the  library  was  opened  to  the  public  on  January  8th,  1891.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


In  presenting  our  annual  report  of  the  schools,  we  take  pleasure 
in  saying  that  they  have  during  the  past  year,  been  both  successful 
and  profitable. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  secure  good  teachers  and  retain  them 
through  the  year.     With  a  few  exceptions  this  has  been  done. 

We  regret  to  say  that  during  the  past  year, 'as  in  former  years, 
there  has  been  an  apparent  lack  of  interest,  in  some  of  the  schools, 
on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

It  is  the  duty  ol  parents  to  look  well  to  the  education  of  their 
children. 

An  hour  or  two  cannot  be  more  profitably  spent  than  with  your 
children       the  school-room. 

Your  interest  would  encourage  them  to  be  more  punctual  and 
they  would  strive  to  attain  a  higher  rank  and  a  better  record. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  board  has  purchased  for  use  in 
the  schools  seven  complete  charts,  which  after  being  fully  tested 
seem  an  almost  indispensable  article.  The  quality  of  teaching  during 
the  past  year  has  been  excellent,  and  the  scholars-  have  made  a 
marked  improvement. 

Regarding  the  future  welfare  of  our  youth  it  is  believed  that 
intelligent  action  will  prevail  at  our  annual  town  meeting  and  a  gen- 
erous appropriation  be  made  for  the  support  of  our  schools. 

Remembering  that  the  success  and  usefulness  of  the  rising  gen- 
eration depend  largely  upon  the  knowledge  acquired  in  our  common 
schools,  and  that  a  nation's  strength  lies  in  the  intelligence  of  its 
people. 

With  $300  less  in  appropriation  we  were  unable  to  have  as  long 
terms  as  in  previous  years. 

The  committee,  in  concluding  their  report,  desire  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  the  liberality  of  the  town  in  its  appropriation 
for  a  new  school  house  at  Gilford  Village  which  was  very  much 
needed  and  to  suggest  that  the  entire  community  recognize  its  inter- 
est in  its  schools ;  that  the  attendance  of  each  boy  and  girl,  so  far  as 
possible  be  insisted  upon  by  parents  or  guardians.

LAKEPORT  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 


Progress  and  prosperity  mark  the  record  made  in  the  Lakepor't 
school  district  since  the  last  report.  The  recommendation  then 
made  to  increase  the  length  of  the  school  year  was  favorably  re- 
garded by  the  district,  and  the  appropriations  voted  at  the  annual 
meeting  have  enabled  the  committee  to  prolong  the  school  in  all 
grades  to  thirty-six  weeks. 

This  is  the  longest  school  year  yet  attained  in  town  and  it 
should  be  the  minimum  length  in  time  to  come.  We  thus  have  three 
terms  a  year,  each  averaging  twelve  weeks.  In  accordance  with  the 
tendency  of  the  age  the  time-honored  Thanksgiving  vacation  has 
given  place  to  a  holiday  recess  at  Christmas  and  New  Year's,  a 
change  which  all  seem  to  approve. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  has  been  somewhat  larger 
than  usual,  and  all  the  rooms  have  been  under  the  same  teachers 
through  the  year.  A  pleasing  spirit  of  earnestness  and  interest  has 
generally  prevailed  among  scholars  and  teachers  as  has  been  shown 
by  the  results  of  their  daily  work. 

Vocal  music  which  is  taught  in  the  primary  rooms  was  intro- 
duced into  all  the  grades,  in  the  full  term,  under  a  competent  special 
teacher,  but  engagements  previously  made  elsewhere  from  which 
there  seemed  to  be  no  release  necessitated  the  teacher's  resignation 
in  a  few  weeks.  Plans  will  unquestionably  be  formed  for  continuing 
the  study  of  music  next  term. 

The  sentiment  of  patriotism  is  abroad  among  the  children,  and 
mainly  through  their  efforts,  the  American  flag  now  floats  above  all 
the  school  buildings  in  the  district.  The  exercises  incident  to  the 
observance  of  Columbus  Day  served  still  further  to  foster  patriotic 
principles,  the  cultivation  of  which  is  finding  a  large  place  in  all  the 
schools  in  the  land. 

The  unusually  cold  winter  has  served  to  test  the  heating  capaci- 
ty of  the  furnances  at  the  high  school  building  to  the  fullest  extent. 

At  no  time  have  the  rooms  been  very  uncomfortable  and  the 
heat  has  been  uniformly  distributed  throughout. 

Improvements  have  been  made  on  the  premises  at  Washington 
(4) 
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street  by  re-grading  the  grounds  and  laying  a  concrete  walk  from  the 
street  to  the  school  house,  and  by  somewhat  remodeling  the  basement 
and  the  interior  of  the  building.  Single  seats,  also,  adapted  to  the 
age  and  grade  of  the  children,  have  replaced  the  old  furniture  used 
since  the  house  was  built. 

The  school  buildings  are  now  in  fairly  satisfactory  condition 
with  the  exception  of  that  at  Pear  street.  The  schools  there  are  for 
the  lowest  primary  grades  on  the  East  side,  and  with  the  present  rate 
of  growth  of  th;s  part  of  the  town  provision  should  be  made  for  a 
better  accommodation  of  this  class  of  pupils. 

The    subiect    was    alluded  to    a  year  ago,  and  we  now  urge  that 
measures  be  immediately  adopted  either  for  remodelling  the    present 
house,  or  erecting  a  new  and  more    commodius    building.     The    size 
and    location    of  the    lot,    under   existing  conditions,  make  it  an  un- 
desirable place  for  a  school-house    and    unless   it   can    be    enlarged, 
should  be  changed  if  a  better  one  can  be  obtained. 
Appended  is  the  statistical  table  for  the  year.
